There must be 
music that touches the soul with 
the noblest strains, and laughter 
melodies for the dancing foot of

“Tu lonely homes out on the 
prairies and in the great northland, 
people are hungry for news, and 
they regard radio as a vital contact 
with the life of the world, In war- 
time especially, one of the most 
important responsibilities assumed 
by radio is the rapid dissemination 
of news from reliable sources, and 
also its discussion and interpret- 
ation.
